On the other hand, objectively 
speaking our compromise still has the overall effect of largely neutralizinr^ 
the status of the DMZ and I would be inclined to hold tough for at least one 
more negotiating round. In my view we can easily manage a deadlock 
again on Monday and then perhaps retable our compromise on Tuesday.
